NOT entirely true: The front-end ain't all that bad. In addition, the rig 
uses audio derived AGC and the audio filter goes BEFORE the AGC pickoff, 


thus it is within the AGC loop. I have a narrow (LC) audio CW filter on my 
Argonaut 509 (basically same setup as the 515) and have no problems with 
adjacent strong signal overload -- even on 40M. 


>My recommendation? If you can afford the QRP+, you will not be disappointed! 
> If not, the 515 would be a very nice alternative. 


>From the standpoint of "bang/buck", the QRP+ is clearly the better choice. 
However, if you want a rig that you arn't afraid to fix/modify/generally 
tinker with, then the 515 (or even a 509) would be the way to go ... no Qi#% 
microprocessors, the boards are easily removable, and the parts are big 
enough (for us old farts) to see with unaided eyes.

Jim (and others in QRP ARCI), 


In principle, I agree with you that e-mail makes communication so much 
more efficient over both phone and slo-post that it should be a 
prerequisite to service on any club such as QRPARCI. 


BUT: as a member of another organization dealing with the same 
situation, the question is not simple. As a "democratic" organization in 
which any member is eligible to hold any office, this organization knows 
that it cannot impose e-mail capability as a prerequsite for office, lest 
it rule out members who cannot afford it for whatever reason. So, shall 
the organization pay for 1. all, 2. part of the basic service, such as 
(but not restricted to) AOL's 9.95/month? With a board of over a dozen, 
that group has some hard fiscal decisions to make, with a cost-benefit 
analysis thrown in, and perhaps some sample savings from the group-paid 
phone bills. That group's decision is not yet made, since it is 
seriously studying all angles of the situation. (But, in the meantime, 
more of the board members are putting themselves on line just to be in 
the loop, so pay-or-no-pay may become a secondary problem--hopefully. ) 
Whether any of this is applicable to QRP ARCI, I cannot say, but for it 
and other groups, these may be factors to consider. THat's why I am 
putting this on distribution. 


Service to organizations that make building and operating easier, more 
challenging, and more fun for others unfortunately requires sacrificing a 
good chuink of one's own building and operating time to deal with policy 
and dollar decisions of just this order.
